HOLY NAME FEAST. 

Some time ago a minister, who held a professorship in 
a réligious college in Texas, was discharged because he de- 
claréd that he could not believe in a devil. Now, there are 
numerous ways of bringing home the conviction that there 
48 a devil, one of the most forcible being the widespread and 
very pronounced irreverence towards God. 

It is lamentable tha: people do not love and serve God, 
but that the vast majority should treat Him with positive 
disrespect, associate His Holy Name with all their abusive 
language, and connect it with their curses, is diabolical. 

The seriousness of the unholy use of God’s name may be 
guageéed from the positive prohibition of its use in any man- 
ner by the Jewish people in the Old Law, whose instructor 
was God Himself. It may be guaged by the location in the 
Decalogue of the commandment which forbids the use of the 
Holy Name in any other than a religious manner. The Sec- 
ond Commandment which enjoins this follows immediately 
upon the law which prescribes the recognition of God’s su- 
prémacy, and the duty of the creature to worship Him. Its 
seriousness may be guaged by the place of honor which the 
petition “Hallowed be thy name” holds in the Lord’s Prayer. 
When the Apostles asked Christ to teach them to pray, He 
composed the Lord’s prayer for them and us, and in the very 
firet petition directed all His followers for all time, to ask 
that the mame of God be revered. 

What could be more diabolical than the use of the name 
of Jesus in the ordinary language of the street, in the curses 
which frreligious men utter against others Instead of its 
usé in this wicked (or even if it were only frivolous) manner, 
St. Paul says at the mention of the name Jesus “every knee 
should bow, of those in Heaven, of those on earth, and of 
those under the earth.” This name was selected in Heaven, 
and carried now to Mary, now to Joseph by an angel. It is 
name so dear to God that we have His promise that anything 
asked in Jesus’ name will be granted; so appealing to Him, 
that through it the apostles and their successors were able to 
work great miracles both in the material and spiritual order. 

The Holy Name Society was instituted to propagate 
reverence for the name of God, and the name of Jesus: to 
combat cursing, immodest language, and all forms of pro- 
fanity. This organization, with its rapid growth in our coun- 
try, speaks well for the decency of the taste of American 
Catholic manhood. Just as cursing is the language of Hell, 
and those who habitually indulge in it are preparing their 
tongues for such eternal wicked occupation, so those who 
carefully preserve their tongues from profane and filthy 


language manifest one prominent mark of their predestin- 
ation. 

Some men remain out of the Holy Name Society because 
they are at this moment addicted to the cursing habit, and 
fear that they would break the Holy Name pledge. This is 


a false attitude to assume. These men would not sin by their 
indeliberate curses after taking the Holy Name pledge, and 
hy daily watchfulness, they would very soon conquer the 
habit. On the other hand, if they refuse, when invited, to af- 


filiate with the Holy Name §S ciety, they become guilty be- 
fore God of their ever curse and of every abuse of the Holy 
Name, even when the sin is altogether unintentional. They 
are guilty because there is a ata th obligation for them to 
overcome the habit; and by their remaining aloof from the 
Holy Name Society they show no determination to desist 
from future violations of one of God’s Commandments,
